In other parts 
of the world,. olive oil, tallow . drip- 
pings and coconut oll take the plaice 
of butter fn cooking and as a tuble 
dish, In China, Japan, India and oth- 
er nitions of sautheastern Asia, where 
rice ts the staple food, no butter {s 
used and various fats and ofls are 
added to the cereal to give it flavor 
aud nutritive value. 

.Murgarine has been an established 
urticle of. diet fn Europe and Amer- 

| fen since the reign of Napoleon {II fn 
Prance when Hippolyte Mege-Mouries 
developed the method of manufactur- 
Ing tt. It was.at first considered a sub: 
stitute for butter but now in several 
Huropean countries butter is a sub: 
stitute for margarine, In Denmurk, 
notably, one of the leading dairying 
countries of Europe, it. is almost a 
universul custom among the farmers 
to éxport their butter to England and 
use margarine on their family tables, 

“No prejudice exists in Wurope 
against margarine and the inimical 
sentiment against it which developed 
a. decade or so ago in. America and 
whieh, from an economic view is dif- 
fleult. to understand, ts gradually dis- 
appearing. Margarine {s a wholesome 
food made under thoroughly sanitary. 
cunditions und government inspec- 
tion, It is made only from the finest 
oils, vegetable or animal or both com- 
bined, milk, and salt and, its manu- 
facture $s a source of immense profit 
to American farmers. Ag far as taste 
goes, it 1s difficult for even.a con- 
nofsseur to distinguish between the 
best quality of margarine aad the best 
quality of butter, As a spread for 
bread, both butter and margarine are 
considered: by dietitians merely as 
delicncles or what are known tech- 
nieally. as accessory foods. 

“Given an ordinary, every-day rea- 
sobably well-balanced diet for the av- 
erage man, or child,” says Dr. Wil- 
Ham D.- Richardson, internationally 
farnous seientist and dietitian, “it does 
net ‘make any~ difference from the 
dietary standpoint whether the Indl- 
vidual eats margarine or butter and 
the one he chooses {s entirely a mat- 
ter of taste, preference, or economy.

The beet sugar industry must estub-

If there 
are no pieces of corn stalks or trash 
for them to crawl into, the borers 


soon die from exposure or are de- 
voured by birds and other insects. 
Tests performed by Ontario ento- 
mologists over'a period of years have 
shown that clean plowing is an ef+ 


-borer-—tn- conducting these 
area 40 ft-dong ‘and 10. ft, 
been used, and:as. many as 5,000 
borers in stalks and stubble have 
been turned under. When the moths 
were about. to. emerge, cage wes put 
over the plot. Not more than four 
corn-borer.moths have been recovered 
in any one season. - 
Cleanliness and thoroughness. in 
plowing operations are needed to 
control the borer in this manner, the 
entomologists state. Plowing must 
i2¢ done so that the stubble lies ‘flat 
‘in the furrow afd so that all trash 
{is buried at least two inches deep.

Fall plowing Pays Soil Fitting . Cost 


East Lansing, May 1st—Farmers 
who fall-plowed their land laSt year 
jean get an increaséd tonnage cf 
sugar beets, which will pay the costs 
‘of fitting the soil, according to state- 
ments. by the farm crops department 
at Michigan” State College.
